Wirth to Lash Briand. 


BERLIN. Nov. 27. —{By the Asso- 
Clated Press.j}—-Now that Aristide 


Briand, the French premier, is home- 


ward bound from the Washington con- 


_ference, the newspapers here are urg- 


ing Chancellor Wirth to abandon his 
reserve, at least to the extent of in- 


forming the American public of the 


‘ uselessness of M. Briand’s arguments 
in support of France’s attitude or dis- 
armament.” 

‘The newspapers say the Wirth gov- 
ernment did not desire to engage in 
acrimonious contreversy with M. 
Briand while he was the guest of the 
United States, but that now th@chan- 
cellor will be expected to discard the 
considerations of etiquette and make a 
plain spoken declaration of Germany’s 
case. 

To Appear Before Reichstag. 

Dr, Wirth tomorrow will appear be- 
fore the relchstag committee on foreign 
relations with the purpose of discussing 
the French premier’s utterances at the 
Washington conference. The Boerseén 
Courier demands that the chancellor 
shall lose no time in opposing what is 


\ermed “French agitation,” and that, 
iMfeed be, he shall go before the reichs- 


tag in the nation’s defense. 

The Boersen Journal expresses the 
belief that American ears will not be 
deaf to the presentation of Germany’s 
case. This newspaper declares that, 


“while France annually is recruiting 


fresh military classes, there are 400,000 
Germans who would have been eligible 
under the old army organization to be 
called to the colors each year now left 
without military training. 
“French Man Power Overwhelming.” 

“The preponderance of man power 
on the French side under these condi- 
tions,” the newspaper continues, “ is so 
overwhelming that Germany, if fet- 
tered by the Versailles treaty for an- 
other getieration, could not equalize it 
within a further periogfof twenty years. 
Does Briand actually fear German lust 
for revenge? 

“Even if it were possible to manu- 


. facture war material for a German 


army of 1,000,000 within a period of a 
few years, the question of man power 
would definitely have been decided 
against Germany, as she would have 
been obliged to face trained Frepch 
formations with irregularly organized

HAYS LIFTS 


Women Who Wed Don't 
Lose Places. 


(By a Siaff Correspondent.) 

_ Washington, D, C., Nov. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.J+-Postmaster General’ Hays has 
decided that a woman postal employé 
does not change: her status nor lose 
@ny rights in the service by marriage. 

Heretofore, when an unmarried 
woman holding the position of post- 
master married, she was obliged to se- 
cure a new appointment, execute a 
new bond or pass the required civil 
service examination in competition 
with other candidates seeking the of- 
fice, if she had not previously taken. 
such an examination. 

When the competition was keen it 
has happened that the woman was be 
low three of the other candidates and 
lost the office. Under the new-ruling 
this cannot happen as the woman post- 
master will continue to hold the office 
without a reappointment or another 
examination. 


Similar in Some Schools. . 

*“ Similar controveries have arisen all 
over the country when women are 
employed in the.public service, particu- 
larly in schools, where it has frequent- 
ly been held that women who marry 
forfeit the positions as teachers,” says 
the department. “The ruling of Post- 
master General Hays will set a prece- 
dent in the federal service and will no 
doubt have an important effect in es- 
tablishing for women the full rights of 
citizenship intended by the nineteenth 
amendment to the constitution.” _ 

There is no law relating to, the status 
of a woman who marries while holding 
the office of postmaster, but the prac- 
tice which has been revoked by Post- 
master General Hays has been in ef- 
fect as a reguiation for several years.

In Fieht to Keep 
U.S. Untangled. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—The continuing 
“association of nations,” which, ac- 
cording to reports, President Harding 
has foreseen as a possible outcome of 
the armament conference, would be 
“the old league of nations under an- 
other name,” Senator Borah, Republi- 
can, Idaho, declared tonight. | 

Senator Borah, one of the senate “ ir- 
reconcilables"” who fought the Ver- 
sailes peace treaty and the league of 
nations, issued the following  state- 
ment: 


h@S not yet been reduced to form nor 
yet defined. But from what one can 
gather here and there, it is the old 
league of nations under another name. 
It will we engaged in precisely the 
same kind of work and doing the same 
kind of things that were proposed by 
the league. It is not what you call 
it, but what it is, that counts. 


Works Just as League Does. 


ttons it will not differ from the 
league of nations. I see no son, 
therefore, why the forty-three nations 
which have signed the league should 
be asked to abandon it and transfer 
their names to an aegocation of na- 
tions. 

“It is claimed by the advocates of 


the league that the present league, has | 


been of much service tc Europe. If 
so, there is no reason for asking Eu- 
| rope to scrap the old ieague and try 
la new one. If we are going into Eu- 
rope we ought to go in. If we are not, 
we ought not to be handing her a new 
league’ every ninety days. 

“She will likely conclude that after 
the next presidentia! election she 
would have another leugue. I see rw 
difference whatever in joining the pres- 
ent league and joining another league 
by a new name. 

Cites Wilson’s Mistake. 

“ The United States operates under a 
written constitution. Great Britain has 
no written constitution. One of the 
arguments being put forth now in 
favor of the association of nations is 
that Mr.

That we should adopt the British idea 
and undertake to conduct the league 
ér an association of nations without 
any, written constituticn or written 
covenant whatever. 

“In other words, that the new as- 
sociation will consist of representatives 
of different governments coming to- 
gether, with no limitation upon their 
jurisdiction or power or authority other 
than their own discretion. A _ con® 
clave of diplomats sitting behind closed 
doors, with nothing to direct or limit 
their powers, save their own will and 
discretion, would be a rather interest- 
ing proposition. — | 

Prefers Powers Defined. 

“T am inclined to think that if the 
American people choose a league, they 
will choose one which has its powers 
defined, or at least an attempt to de- 
fine them, rather than trust their des- 
tiny to the undesirable Ciscretion of a 
few.men. 

“ Lloyd George suggested some time 
ago, according to the press dispatches, 
that the Anglo-Japanese alliance be 
extended to an Anglo-AmericanJapa- 
nese alliance, and that this alliancy» 
take upon itself the duty of adminis- 
tering China. Now it is said that such 
an alliance would be wholly objection- 
able to the American people, but that 
under an association of nations the 
same thing could be effectuated and ac- 
complished. 

Talk of Debts to United States. 

“Tt is also urged that the interna- 
tional debt could be more successfully 
manipulated through the association 
All of which things simply disclose 
that the association of nations is an- 
other name for the league, with some 
additional a$d more extensive powers 
annexed.

~ New Haven, Conn., Noy. 27.—[Spe- 


cial.) — Fire, believed to have been 
caused by the burning of incense on 
the stage, tonight destroyed the Rialto 
theater, a moving picture house; oppo- 
site the Hotel Taft in College street, 
and on the edge of the old Yale uni- 
versity campus here. 

Four persons are known to have 
been killed and at least sixty were 
injured, many of them seriously. The 
mAterial damage is placed at $60,000. 

Of the four known dead, two of them 
women, only one, Mabel Moran of 
Derby, Conn., has been identified. 

Among the injured are many women 


and children, several of them thought $

The report from Washington that the interna- 
tional joint commission will follow the favorable 
report of the investigating engineers and recom- 
mend to congress the construction of the St. Law- 
rence seaway will bring inspiration of new hope 
for the future to virtually every farmer, manu- 
facturer, and business man throughout the middle 
west. Such recommendation must be followed by 
constructive action. When accomplished the im- 

provement will mean a greater and more certain 

measure of independence and prosperity for the 
great middle west, and indirectly for the nation, 
than it has ever known. 


But simultaneously with the announcement that 
this recommendation for a great material aid to 
our prosperity is imminent come indications of 
concerted efforts to defeat our hopes and purposes 
by dividing our support of the projected seaway. 
If the eighteen middle western states which are 
pledged to the support of the St. Lawrence seaway, 
and the thousands of farmers and business men 
who “have made these states great, allow them- 
selves to be divided by insidious propaganda, the 
goal which now appears within reach will be 
removed for years if not forever.

Neither suggestion would give what the 
middle west requires, a direct contact between al] 
great lakes ports and the markets of the world 
by means of ocean going vessels which could load 
a cargo of grain at Duluth, Milwaukee, Chicago, 
Detroit, Toronto, or Cleveland and cagry it with- 
out a stop to Liverpool.

AMERICAN CLAIMS AND 
GERMAN REPARATIONS. 


The accrued interest on the foreign loans of the 
United States is over $943,000,000, working along 
toward the billion dollar mark. The loans them- 
Selves are over $11,000,000,000. An interest pay- 
ment now would meet a quarter of the American 
budget and could decrease taxation here as nothing 
else can. It is said that the debtor nations will use 
the debt as a trading point in the Washington con: 
ference. What is to be gained by the trade, with 
the debtors making offers for their own advantage, 
is not apparent, but the United States as the cred. 
itor might propose some settlements. 

‘The debtors will not be pressed for cash, but they 
might he for equivalents. France and Great Brit- 
ain have the largest sums. The British are owed 
@ great deal of money-by their allies. We might 
say that virtually.they have guaranteed loans made 
through Great Britain and upon her responsibility 


she could pay, but she cannot collect. 

The British and the French have islands in Amer- 
ican waters which could be used as equivalents of 
cash. The British West Indies have no commercial 
importance to the empire and they have military 
importance only as against the United States. 
Their original military importance died when 
France and Spain disappeared out of the southern 
Atlantic and CariBbean waters. 

These islands and the French islarids are impor- 
tant to the United States. Islands which are out- 
posts impose either responsibilities or dangers on a 
country. It is better to be in a position of respon- 
sibility than one of ddnger. The French have Pa- 
cific islands in strategic relation to the Panama 
canal. They are of no value to the French except 
as they furnish a few inactive posts for French 
officials. 

If our allies want to make a payment with an 
equivalent of cash they could turn the islands in 
and allow the United States to clear up a situation 
which has too many loose ends for American good. 
The United States would have been in luck if it had 
taken all the Spanish Pacific islands fn 1898 and 
had not allowed the groups about Guam to pass 
from Spain to Germany and then to Japan. That 
double play may in fact have retired our side, with- 
out our being aware of it yet. 

There is also the possibility of using the debts to 
ease up the German reparations. The refunding 
bill now contains a provision by which the consent 
of congress is required for the substitution of Ger- 
man bonds for the bonds of the allies. 

The United States has a financial stake in the 
German financial condition. When Germany be- 
comes a going concern again everything will be 
on a sounder basis. A great deal of cash is due the 
United States from friendly nations, and the United 
States does not expect to get much of it soon. A 
great deal of cash must be paid by Germany to 
these nations, and Germany says that she may col- 
lapse under the payment. ;

FOUR WAYS TO CUT COAL PRICES. 
Chicago, Noy. 22.—There has been so 
much controversy, and con, in the 
Voice of the Peo column since your 
editorial on “$1 Wheat and $10 Coal,” 
both sides saying, “let's get at the 
facts,"’ and then side-stepped them, espe- 
cially as applies to coal. It is quite 
natural trat Mr. Ballou of the Black Dia- 
mond should try to defend the mine 
cperator as well as the trade in general, 
for without the coal trade there would 
be no use for the Black Diamond. 
Now, as to the cost of mining coal in 
the Franklin county district. Coal can be 
mined, and is being mined, ‘for $1.75 
per ton, including all expense, deprecia- 
tion, overhead, royalties or sentals, -de- 
pletion of owned land. 
this includes selling expenses, but let's 
be liberal and allow them 25 cents per 
ton for administration and selling ex- 
pense. Now give the mine qa profit of 
25 cents per ton, net, making $2.25, as 
against the $3.25 per ton, the mine price 
quoted by Mr. Ballou. Here is where 
the price of coal:can be reduced $1 per 
ton. (A few years ago the operator was 
giad to make from 6 to 10 cents per ton 
net profit; now he gets from $1.25 to 
$2.50 in some cases). As to the examina- 
tion of the operators’ books, do so and 
you will find my figures more nearly cor- 
rect. To substantiate them, I know of 
industries in ‘chicago that are buying 
their coal, and they are taking the mine 
run as well as the output of more than 
}one mine, on a cost basis plus 25 cents 
per ton profit to the mine, and they are 
paying less than $2.25 per ton on the 
average at the mine. 
The great hue and cry that labor cost 
must come down before any reduction in 
price can be made is only a “ smoke 
screen” to fool the people. If all mine 


reduce the price of coal] less than 26 cents 
per ton. If freight rates were reduced 
30 per cent, or 66 cents, and the war tax 
was removed, which is 6 cents, it would 
only help the consumer (if he got it) 97 
cents per ton, or less than the dollar the 
operator is overcharging.

When the trailer doors are opened, the 
car being then full, the people being anx- 
ious to get to work on time, crowd in. so 
that the conductor cannot close the door. 
I have been a passenger on cars where
